And if you don’t think the cost of 
living is going up just go out and 
make arrangements with a hotel or 
motel to feed about 150 people for 
two days. It seems like one meal 
costs more now than we paid for 
the whole weekend when we first 
started handling this chore.

Much of the meeting this year 
concerned the usual shop talk and 
panel discussions on newspaper 
problems. But if the meeting had a 
theme it probably was energy, 
which I suppose is natural since we 
were meeting in the oil and gas 
capitol of Texas. 
To put it mildly, the people in 
that area are not too happy with the 
House passed version of President 
Carter’s energy program. No one 
seems to believe that we can solve 
our energy problem by con­ 
servation and all feel that more 
efforts need to be made to increase 
our supplies. 
According to a representative of 
Exxon, his company predicts that 
to satisfy this country’s demands 
for energy by 1990 we will need to 
do the following: 
Drill 420,000 new oil and gas 
wells. 
Build 700 additional off-shore oil 
platforms. 
Construct 26 new refineries and 
17 synthetic fuel plants. 
Develop 211 new coal mines. 
To accomplish this between $30 
billion and $40 billion must be in­ 
vested annually. 
U. S. Rep. Bob Krueger, who led 
the House fight to deregulate 
natural gas prices, spoke during 
the Awards Breakfast Saturday 
morning. He gave a good account 
of the kind of infighting that goes on 
in Washington. 
He said that had it not been for a 
curious combination of efforts from 
Northern Democrats supporting 
the President and Republicans 
looking for a campaign issue, a 
proposal to deregulate natural gas 
prices would have passed. 
A proposal for straight dere­ 
gulation of natural gas passed a 
favorable subcommittee, Krueger

And they woultki't 
have to wait till 1978; they 
could do it tomorrow.

Put down a perky place 
mat, colorful napkin, your 
best flatware, dishes and 
glasses—then really enjoy 
the meal. Sit by a window if 
possible and eat slowly to 
bevor each bite.

said, by a 12 to IO vote. 
The prelude to the full Commerce 
Committee vote on the issue was 
the "hardest fought lobbying ef­ 
fort” of the year, Krueger said. 
President Jimmy Carter "pulled 
out all the stops" in his effort to 
block deregulation, he said. 
In one case, Krueger said, Carter 
arranged to have the daughter of a 
committee member invited to the 
White House to play in Amy Car­ 
ter’s treehouse. “That is not myth. 
Ifs fact. It probably cost the 
taxpayers less money than some 
other things,” though, Krueger 
said. 
Meanwhile, 
the 
Republican 
Policy Committee had developed a 
plan for immediate deregulation of 
natural gas prices and a windfall 
profits tax. 
"I felt our best chance of winning 
was to take price ceilings which 
would rise and phase out over three 
to four years,” Krueger said. That 
plan 
looked 
more 
like 
the 
President’s plan of price ceilings 
which would 
increase 
in suc­ 
ceeding years, he said. 
And therein lay part of the 
problem. The Republicans “were 
either going to win it on their own 
terms (immediate deregulation) or 
they were going to force the 
President. . .to defend his own 
policy” in 1978, Krueger said. 
Krueger pointed out that since 
Texas is by far the largest con­ 
sumer of natural gas — consuming 
more than all of New England, New 
York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, indiana, Illinois, Michigan, 
California, Oregon and Washington 
combined—lf we have a very cold 
winter this year, Texas stands to 
lose thousands of jobs if natural gas 
is allocated, as allowed by this bill, 
to other states. 
Right now we have the gas we 
need because we are paying more 
for it but the political want us to 
give up this gas so those up north 
can stay warm with cheap gas. 
Why should they burn their coal 
when they can get our gas at 
cheap prices?

Crude Oil, Natural Gas Production 
Benefits County Economy Condition 


Hie massive energy needs 
of this nation continue to 
grow in the face of declining 
crude oil and natural gas 
production in Texas and 
nationwide. Because of this, 
Jones 
County’s 
1976 
petroleum production was as 
important as in any year 
since production began in 
1926. 
Economic conditions within 
the county were improved 
substantially 
by 
the 
marketing of crude oil and 
natural gas with an estimated 
value of $14.9-million and an 
industry payroll said to be 
$5,l-million, according to a 
report prepared by the staff 
of the Dallas-based Texas 
Mid-Continent Oil k Gas 
Association. 


Jack S. Blanton of Houston, 
president of the Association, 
said, “The decline in Texas’ 
oil and gas production makes 
it imperative that Congress 
adopt policies which will 
encourage more exploration 
and drilling in the nation’s 
No. I energy state. This is a 
facet of the energy supply 
problem 
that 
President 
Carter has not dealt with 
adequately in his proposals.” 
According to figures from 
the U. S. Bureau of Mines, 
Texas’ crude oil production 
last year was approximately 
1,189,719,000 barrels, down 
from 1,221,929,000 barrels in 
1975, and the fourth con­ 
secutive year of decline from 
1972’s all-time high of just 
over I 3-bJ Ilion barrels.

Natural gas production, 
estimated by the Bureau at 
7,192,871 MMcfs, also was 
down from the 1975 figure of 
7,485,764 MMcfs. Texas gas 
production also peaked in 
1972 — at 8,657,840 MMcfs — 
and has fallen each year 
since. 
Blanton said that drilling 
starts and expenses reached 
all-time highs in Texas last 
year and noted that this was 
directly attributable to a free 
market for intrastate natural 
gas. He also pointed out that a 
five-year lag time exists 
between increased drilling 
activity and increases in 
proved reserves. 
Jones was one of 200 Texas 
counties last year which 
produced crude oil and 
natural gas with a marketed 
value of $100,000 or more, the 
same number as in 1975. The 
county ranked 190th in the 
total estimated value of 
p etro leu m 
produced, 
realizing $14.6-million from 
the sale of 1.8-million barrels 
of crude oil; $285,000 from the 
sale of 371,819 Mcf of natural 
gas. Payments last year to 
owners of royalty in the 
county totaled an estimated 
$1.9-million. 
In addition to the payment 
of local school and county 
property taxes, producers in 
the county also contributed to 
the support of state govern­ 
ment through production tax 
payments calculated by the 
Association at $694,000, with 
$672,500 coming from crude 
oil output; $21,500 from 
natural gas. 
According to the Texas 
Employment 
Commission, 
461 employees worked in the 
industry in the county last 
year. 
These direct 
em­ 
ployment figures do not take 
into account employment by 
the service and supply firms 
that support oil and gas 
com pany 
e x p lo ra tio n , 
production, 
transportation, 
and processing activities and, 
as a result, do not reflect the 
industry’s full impact on the 
county’s economy. 
The search for additional 
petroleum continued in Jones 
County in 1976, with oil and 
gas developers spending an 
estimated $6.4-million in the 
drilling of 134 wells, including 
23 classified as wildcats. 
Some $3.3-million of that 
amount was lost in 86 dry 
holes. The 48 strikes were oil 
wells.
